INSTRUCTIONS CONCERNING AMENDMENTS UNDER ARTICLE 19 



The applicant has, after having received the international search report, one opportunity to amend the claims of the 
international application. It should however be emphasized that, since all parts of the international application (claims, 
description and drawings) may be amended during the international preliminary examination procedure, there is usually 
no need to file amendments of the claims under Article 19 except where, e.g. the applicant wants the latter to be published 
for the purposes of provisional protection or has another reason for amending the claims before international pbulication.

It may not contain any disparaging comments on the international search report or the relevance of citations 
contained in that report. Reference to citations, relevant to a given claim, contained in the international search 
report may be made only in connection with an amendment of thai claim.

2 The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 

2.1 Document D1 discloses a compressor diffuser for a turbocharger, the diffuser 
comprising: a diffuser housing having a gas flow path having a side wall connecting a 
gas inlet to a gas outlet; a plurality of pivotally mounted diffuser vanes arranged in the 
flow path to control gas flow, and a vane angle control device for adjusting the angle 
of each of the plurality of vanes in the flow path; the control device comprising a 
unison ring coupled to the plurality of vanes in such a way that rotation of the unison 
ring pivots each of the vanes by interaction of a cam surface with a respective cam 
follower. 

2.2 Also documents D2, D3 and D4 disclose all the features of claim 1 . 

3 Dependent claims 2-25 do not contain any features which, in combination with the 
features of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements of the PCT in 
respect of novelty and inventive step (Article 33(2) and (3) PCT).
